Our technology enables event photographers, retail portrait studios, 
and the publishing industry to offer their customers quality digital 
products and services. PictureVision is currently working with 
Lifetouch to provide customers of JCPenney Portrait Studios a fast 
way to share pictures and order reprints online through their e-pix 
option. This co-branded Kodak PhotoNet Online website makes 
ordering prints from portrait sittings simple, while also protecting the 
rights of professional photographers. 



In the photofinishing industry, PictureVision produces film scanners 
for wholesale labs and minilabs, enabling them to offer their 
customers pictures online (Kodak PhotoNet Online or AOL's

Photo Access, a leader in digital 
camera hardware and software components, uses PhotoNet 
technology to allow digital camera users to share and store their 
images on the Internet directly from their cameras - without the use 
of a computer. For consumers without Internet access, PictureVision 
provides the imaging network that connects in-store photo kiosks to 
Kodak PhotoNet Online. Users of a Kodak Picture Maker that is 
connected to Kodak PhotoNet Online can quickly and easily upload 
or print pictures from Kodak PhotoNet Online in the store.

We further expanded our 
global presence in October 1998, when PhotoNet Online became 
available throughout Europe via a partnership with CEWE, the largest 
film finishing group in Europe. Photocolor, Linkopia, and Procine also 
use PictureVision technology. As Kodak PhotoNet Online popularity 
grew, localized sites also became available in the UK, Germany, 
France, and Sweden.
